Mr. Somerset Fitzroy, appearing 
for the Crown, ‘in referring to Tam 
Kwai’s interest in the case, said 
that the man went up there of his 
own accord, and it had been shown 
that on reaching Taifu ‘village he 
wag afraid to go in, but sent the 
others on to take photographs, of the 
scene of the crime. ‘That ‘showed 
what Tam Kwal’s frame of mind 
was at the time, Hie subsequent 
arrest by the Chineve authorities 
was in connexion with a matter 
entirely disassociated from the pre- 
sent case. In reply to representa- 
tions from'the Hoagkeng Govern- 
ment. the Chinese authorities had 
said they were: unable to return 

Tam Kwai to Hongkong, because 
they were holding him on a serious 
charge of associating with bandits, 

Granted tht the Chinese authori- 
ties returned Tam Kwaj to Hong-

He added that 
the foki in the shop opposite had 
suspected the defendant, because 
defendant had uttered a forged 
note in their shop some time ayo. 


Lok Fook-hong, the foki of the 
shop opposite, said that in April, 
defendant had come into their 
shop and tendered a note after 
having. purchased some articles. 
Defendant had been given the 
balance change and had departed. 
Later on, when witness tried to get 
the note ‘changed, it was not ac- 
cepted by ,any of the 
changers. 


Mr. Y. Segalen, Accountant’ of 
the Banque de l'Indo Chine, gave 
evidence to the effect that the note 
was a forgery.
